Ex-Deputy Courtney Appends to Statement Advice on 
Loans Falling Due, and Makes Plea for Efficient 
Toilers of Finance Department 



Ottawa, Nov. 27.— (Special)— The 
public accounts for the last fiscal year 
were presented to parliament today, and 
show: 

Receipts-, $80,139,300.

Railway subsidies paid totalled $1,-

Late Deputy Courtney points out that 
the Dominion has entered upon a period 
when the loans contracted in its early 
history are falling duo year by year. 
In the hist, fiscal year £.1,0011,000, 4 per 
cent of the 1875 loan, fell due Nov. 1. 
On Nov. *l 100(1, £2,500.000 falls due. 
On May 1, 1007, n portion of the IS7-1 
loan, extended in 1004, amounting £1,- 
026,054 15s Hd, matures, and each 
year until .11)10 large sums will have to 
i>e redeemed or refunded. To carry on 
the large projects now under way, and 
at the same time meet the maturing ob- 
ligations, it win require the greatest 
care in order thnl: the credit of Canada 
now .so deservedly high may suffer no 
impairment.

-Vs the ship was passing 
Hnttaras, on 'he way homo, the Presi- 
dent had the engineer's department 
steam up, and for three hours the ves- 
sel made a run of eighteen and a half 
knots, whicli i- s half a knot in excess of

On the homeward trip a vaudeville 
entevtalntnent was given by the man in 
honor of the President ami Mrs. Roose- 
vent.

of starvation.

Washington, D. C, Nov. 27. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt believes the people of 
Porto Rico are entitled to American 
citizenship, and will recommend in a 
special message to congress that this be 
granted. The President has expressed 
the opinion that it is lamentable that 
they do not now enjoy this right. In 
this connection, he noted that although 
Porto Rico had sent a delegate to the 
pan-Ameriepa congress at Rio Janeiro, 
that delegate could not even say he was 
an American citizen, and this also is 
the case if he visits Europe or any 
other foreign country. 



FRENCH BATTLESHIPS 
PROCEED TO MOROCCO 



Tribesmen and the Government 
Troops Have Engagement 
Outside of Tangier 



Toulon, Nov. 27. — The French squad- 
ron, commanded by Admiral Touchard, 
left here at half-piisl twelve o'clock this 
morning for Tangier, Morocco, upon the 
receipt of instructions from the minis- 
try of marine. The licet is composed of 
the battleships Suffera, Saint l^mis and 
Charlemagne. It is accompanied by 
the transport Lanive. 

Paris, Nov. 127. — The cabinet met to- 
day under the presidency of M. Fnl- 
1 lares, and discussed the Moroccan ques- 
tion at length. M. .lonuart, tin- gover- 
nor-general of Algeria, who was called 
to Paris for the purpose, explained the 
local situation to the members of the 
cabinet, and set forth the precautionary 
measures takea on the frontier. 

Tangier, Nov, 27. — A number of An- 
gora tribesmen today made tin attach 
on the house outside the city formorly 
occupied by Waller .1. Harris, the news- 
paper correspondent. A force of gov- 
ernment troops is engaged in defence of 
the building, and it is reported that 
some men have been killed atld others 
wounded. Mr. Harris hits not lived in 
the house for two years in consequence 
of frequent attacks made upon it.

Negroes Are Unsuccessful in At- 
tempt to Stop Lecture 
in Chicago 



Chicago. Nov. 27. — The efforts of the 
colored citizens of 'Chicago to prevent 
United States Senator Benjamin R. Till- 
man from delivering an address tonight 
in Orchestra hall were unsuccessful. 
When the South Carolina senator ar- 
rived in Chicago early in the afternoon, 
he was told of the injunction proceed- 
ings to prevent him from appearing on 
the platform, and of a money consider- 
ation that, had been offered if lie would 
cancel his engagement; but Mr. Till- 
man expressed scorn for both. Until lie 
leaves for Pond du Lac. Wis., tomor- 
row. Senator Tillman will be guarded by 
police and private detectives. This is in 
accordance with an order issued by 
Mayor Dunne, who was scheduled to 
preside at tonight's meeting, but he re- 
fused to have anything to do with it, 
after a committee of colored citizens had 
waited upon him, 

While discussing the fifteenth amond- 
mnet, which lie declared gave the negro 
evorv right that it. gave a while man, 
he was interrupted several tunes by one 
of Ihe listeners, who kepi asking. 'How 
about Kentucky V" Finally Mr. lillmnn 
seemed to lose his temper, and ex- 
claimed. "Oh, shut your mouth; you 
don't know the A B C -of this thing. I 
forgot fcrty years ago more than yon 
ever knew! You make up your minus 
that equality before the law, which the 
fifteenth amendment; guarantees, _ is 
right, and should be enforced, notwith- 
standing its results. If this law was 
enforced it would result in two stales 
at least: being dominated absolutely by 
negroes."

TWO CITY BLOCKS 

SELL FOR $220,000 

General Manager of the Northern Bank Buys the Bal- 
moral for $130,000 and Local Syndicate Pays 
$90,000 for the Adelphia 



U. S. Secretary Taft Hears Ap- 
plications and Will Confer 
With Root 



Washington, Nov. 27.— The hearings 
of applications before the secretary of 
war for permission to transmit to the 
United Slates power developed on the 
Canadian side of Niagara River were 
closed tonight. Additional data will 
be tiled, and Secretary Taft announced 
that he would not be able to reach a 
decision In regard to the applications 
until he has conferred with Secretary 
Hoot. This conference is necessary 
becausoi of the effect the contracts 
may have upon an international treaty 
providing against any perceptible in- 
terference with the grandeur of the 
Niagara Falls. He Bald lie would 
award privileges about January 1, if 
possible. The hearings before Secre- 
tary Taft were for the purpose of 
enabling him to find a way equitably 
to distribute 157,500 horse-power, the 
estimated limitation upon the amount 
of electric power to be admitted, 
among half a dozen or more corpora- 
tions, each of which thinks it must 
have a third or more in order to exist. 

Morris Cohen, representing the In- 
ternational Railway Company, asked 
for only 2500 horse-power immediately 
and additional amounts, as business 
develops, up to 8000 horse- power. 

Francis Lynde Stetson, of the Cana- 
dian Niagara Power Company, pro- 
posed dividing the power to be admit- 
ted equally between his company and 
the Electrical Development Company 
of Ontario and the Ontario Power 
Company, the three corporations hav- 
ing franchises from the Dominion gov- 
ernment to develop power. 

General F. V. Grc-ne, representing 
the Ontario Power Company, was op- 
posed to the equal division, on the 
ground that his company was able to 
get one fourth more power from the 
same amount of water diverted than 
the other companies are getting, and 
he said the division should be based 
on the amount of water used. At the 
same time he declared that the three 
concerns named were the only ones 
really entitled to consideration. 

J. G. Johnson of the Electric De- 
velopment Company had intended a 
combination between General Greene's 
company and one of its customers, the 
American Ontario Company, which is 
prepared to transmit power to Lock- 
port and Syracuse. P. H. Cravath 
had made an argument for the latter 
concern, declaring that Gen. Greene's 
company should' not be limited to an 
extent that would interfere with a con- 
tract to furnish the American Ontario 
Company with '.10,000 horse-power. 

The arguments by the three com- 
panies holding franchises from the 
Dominion government suggested a 
combination against applicants dis* 
similarly situated, though no repre- 
sentations to that, .effect were laid be- 
fore Secretary Taft.

Together 
they involve the immense sum of 
$220,000. The larger is the purchase 
of the Balmoral Hotel block by F. W. 
DeCourcy O'Gradv, general manager of 
the Northern Bank. He paid $130,000 

| for the property. The negotiations I 
between Mr. O'Grady and G. A. Kirk, I 
the owner, are reported to have been 
conducted by the well known agency 

•of A. W. Jones ,t Co. The other deal 
Is one by which the ownership of the 
Adelphi block, at Government and 
Yates streets, passed from the hands 
of the B. <\ Laud & Investment Agency 

I to a number of wealthy and enterpris- 
ing Victorians. They paid $'.10,000 for 

| the property and building. 

The purchase by Mr. O'Grady of the 
Balmoral Hotel block is of particular 
interest. He is known to bo a busi- 



ness man of marked ability and fore- 
sight,' and it is believed that an in- 
vestment of such magnitude by him 
will result in the encouragement of 
those who hitherto have contended 
that the present activity is without 
foundation. 

Prominent Local Structures 

The Balmoral "block Is one of the 
best known properties In the city. It 
was erected some years ago by G. A. 
Kirk. At that time it was held under 
a lease for !)!• years by C. W. It. Thom- 
son of the Victoria Gas Works. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Kirk purchased the land 
also from the trustees of the Sir 
Matthew Beghie estate. The building 
has a frontage of 2C0 feet on Douglas 
street and CO feet on each of Fort and 
View streets. The deal just conclud- 
ed gives Mr. O'Grady the deeds for 
both the land and the structure. 

The Adelphi block also Is one of the 
most, prominent business premises of 
Victoria. • It is located more centrally, as 
the business section now lies, than 
the Balmoral". Three stories in height, 
and having a frontage of seventy feet on 
Government and fifty-six feet on Yates 
street it is considered one of Ihe finest 
business properties of the city. The 
building was constructed by the late 
Theodore. Dnvey. The names of the 
purchasers of the property were not 
available yesterday. The only informa- 
tion that could be procured was to the 
effect that a number of Victorians had 
made the buy doubtless believing that 
the present movement is well-founded 
and will lead to greater things in the 
near future. 

Minor Transactions 

Quite a number of smaller real es- 
tate transactions -were reported yester- 
day. Among these was the purchase 
of several properties on Wharf street, 
through Pcmberton & Sons, by north- 
westerners. One lot near the custom's 
office, was sold for $10,000 and two just 
opposite tlio Hudson Hay company's 
headquarters on the name thoroughfare 
were transfered. The sum involved in 
the latter case was about $15,000, 
bringing the total amount of property to 
change hands in one day in that locality 
up to $35,000. Although this sinks into 
comparative insignificance alongside the 
larger deals aforementioned it would 
have been deemed quite nn event in the 
realty circles of Victoria some months 
ago. ' The change in opinion is cited 
as an evidence of the phenomenal pro- 
gress this city has made during that 
brief period.'. 

Another important deal which was con- 
summated yesterday was the purchase 
by the Merchants Bank of Canada of 
a portion of the southeast corner of

Two other transactions took place re- 
cently in the block last mentioned. The 
Sylvester Peed company exercised an 
option held for three years for the_ va- 
cant property adjoining their Yated 
street premises. It is 30x120 feet in 
size. It is their intention to build an 
addition to their establishment, such a 
■move having been rendered necessary 
owing to the recent'murked increase in 
their business and the consequent, neces- 
sity of providing themselves with more 
accommodation. Early in the spring, it 
is expected, the building will be. remod- 
eled and enlarged. -It will- be extended' 
10 feet. Four storeys will be added to 
tiie main structure. It is the intention 
when these improvements have been 
completed to engage in other lines of 
business. A. long line of specialties, such 
as rolled oats, oatmeal, etc., will be 
handled by this enterprising company. 
Although held in trust: at the present 
time, it is authoritatively reported that 
the remaining portion of the block lias 
been taken over 'by the Northern bank. 
It comprises an "L"-s.haped strip run- 
ning around the comer acquired by the 
Merchants' Bank of Canada, and has a 
frontage of 00 feet on Douglas and -10 
feet on Yates street. 

Aggregate Half a Million 

Summing up all the real estate deals, 
large and small, which have taken place 
during the past few days, it is safe to 
say that the total amount: would reach 
a figure considerably over half a million. 
It is not possible to chronicle all the 
smaller transactions which are being 
consummated daily. Only those of con- 
siderable magnitude have- been given 
publicity hitherto. When this is con- 
sidered, some idea may be obtained of 
the increased activity of the past few 
weeks. Local business men, in what- 
ever lines they are engaged, go about 
with a brisker step and a broader, 
cheerier smile than heretofore. They 
all predict that the change in local com- 
mercial conditions is but the introduc- 
tion of a period of unexampled prospor- 
itv for the capital of British Columbia.

Washington, Nov. 27. — President 
Roosevelt, had a long conference with 
Secretary Metcalfe at the White House 
tonight regarding ,the alleged dis- 
crimination against the Japanese resi- 
dents in San Francisco. More than a 
month ago the President sent Secre- 
tary Metcalfe to that city to make a 
thorough^ Investigation. The Secre- 
tary's report is now ready and was 
considered fully by the President to- 
night. It Is understood generally that 
the report will show that the people 
of San Francisco maintained that what 
they had done in the matter of school 
accommodations was within their 
lights, and that the matter was one 
of local administration. 

Whether the President will make Ihe 
report public has not beeu deter- 
mined. He has expressed anxiety that 
all cause of complaint on the part of 
the Japanese be removed, and stated 
that ho will do his utmost to bring 
about a satisfactory settlement of the 
matter.

.McKay tells of a visit ho paid to the 
Comox region aura the Xaimimo Free 
Press. 

Weiitubuyscu Inlet, 

Oct. 22, 1852. 

•Tames Douglas, Esq., 

Bit — I beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of the 13th October, Willi the 
goods for servants ami water buckets for 
mine rs. 

The miners have reached a depth of oO 
feet a.s per enclosed jo.Vmil. 

One of the men dratted from the 
Mary Dare for the Cudboro, is at work 
on shore with the miners iu place of 
Iguace, who is on the sick lisi. Itaymond 
lias been of very little service lately and 
at his earnest request I have gTven him 
permission to go down to the fort in or- 
der io get the benefit of medical advice 
and proper medicares. He has been 
making use ot some samples of his 'own 
prescription with very little success. 

Vuutriu's contract expired oil the 1st 
day of September. He did not give me 
notice of his intention of leaving until 
the last express canoe returned, when 
he received a message from his brother 
praying him to leave the company's ser- 
vice and settle with him on Sir. Work's 
farm as lie hud made some arrangement 
to that effect before lie ieft Victoria. I 
could not detain him. The second, 
house 25x15 feet is now filled up to the 
wall plate and will be habitable in thtc 
course of two or three days. 

1 have limited the number of In- 
dians employed heretofore on account 
of want of goods to pay them, as owing 
to their poverty they require to be paid 
up regularlv. At present we have twen- 
ty employed as follows: -1 sawing, t! 
squaring, - with miners, 1 cooking, i 
variously carrying in timber, stores, 
shells and sand for chimneys and clear- 
ing away for building sites. 

L herewith forward a requisition lot 
some more goods and I beg to request 
thai the order for axes, shovels, picks 
and rope for miners will meet with par- 
ticular attention and be forwarded by the 
return canoe as they are indespensibly 
necessary for the proper fulfilment Of 
your instructions regarding building 
houses and raising coals. 

The Cudboro is now loading. 1 he 
coals come in very slowly, partly owing 
to the inclemency of the weather and 
principaily because most of the Indians 
are still "employed laying in a winter 
stock of salmon. 

Upwards of lib barrels of salmon have 
been salted down. Potatoes are rather 
dull. The Xauaitnos do not appear to 
liave a large stock of vegetables. We 
have had little or no venison since the 
last fracas with the Cowiehans. 1 am 
consequently obliged to indent for some 
salt provisions. The miners have also 
expended all the stock of tea and sugar 
and 1 have consequently been obliged to 
supply them with these necessaries from 
my own stock. 

[ received information on the Otll 
iust., that the Fort Rupert express In- 
dians were afraid to proceed on their 
voyage owing to some disturbance be- 
tween the Comox and Marmalachkas 
and that they were detained at Sihlault. 

I accordingly started on the 10th in a 
well manned canoe for Sihlnult with a 
strong southeast wind. After pushing 
oil nil night 1 arrived at Sililiiult at 11 
a. in., on the 11th. 1 there hired an- 
other canoe and despatched her with 
the express,. Che weather being very 
rainy; the wind stioug from the south- 
east. 1 could not return, and in the 
mean time stood up the bay inside of 
Point Holmes, towards the Puntlitch, a 
river about the size of the Nanaimo. 
Two miles up the river are sonic" large 
prairies, which extend, (according to In- 
dians' report) as far as the Ucultti 
river. As 1 necessarily made a very 
short excursion to the prairies which in 
the general character muck resemble 
those at Saanich being indulating, stud- 
ded with oak on the ridges and poplars 
in the valleys and the bottoms along the 
course of the river are very rich, the 
black mould in some places being more 
than U feet thick. On my return to the' 
Sihlault village on the following morn- 
ing I received the annoying intelligence 
that the express canoe had again re- 
turned. 1 immediately purchased a 
canoe and manned her out of my own 
crew, giving the packet in charge of 
Wuniwunshim, the Nanaimo chief, who 
is well acquainted with the Ucultaa. 

lAfter despatching the canoe, I re- 
turned homewards, with the intention of 
examining the Sihlault coal which, ac- 
cording to Indian report, crops on both 
.sides of Vnldez inlet. Owing to neap 
tides I was obliged to defer the exam- 
ination to some future periods. 

Ynldcz inlet ex t etuis from the Vnldez 
inlet, Vancouver chart to Point Holmes 
and separates Sihlault from Vancouver 
Island.

It 
lias been used in Spain in thousands of 
cases anil with excellent results.

When near the house tliey saw the 
husband of the woman, Alex," Galloway, 
run from the pumping station, where he 
is employed. The officer ran also, but 
"Galloway beat him out, and unlocked the 
door. He slammed it in the officer's 
face and turned the key inside the door. 
After a time bo unlocked it and allowed 
the officer to get inside.

He pounded her inuil she 
was almost unconscious or until he grew 
tired, and then -when he felt like it he 
would abuse her again. 

The unfortunate girl wife was taken 
to the Holy Cross hospital, where she 
is under the care of Dr. Greenwood, 
who says she will not be in condition to 
appear in court for three weeks. 

The brutal husband says she was too 
friendly with I lie employees of a livery 
barn in the eit.v, and he did not like if, 
and tool; that way to show his displeas- 
ure. He has been taken to the barracks, 
where he will be held until his wife is 
able lo appear against him. He is 
charged with assault, occasioning actual 
bodily harm.

LARGE TOBACCO CHOP 



L. Holman Estimates That 12 
Acres Will Yield Him 
17000 Pounds 



Kclownu. Nov. 24. — -L. Holm an is now 
in u position to estimate whut will be 
the yield of his tobacco crop lot this sea- 
son. Excluding sonic .small patches of 
poor soil oil which the crop was prac- 
tically nil, from twelve acres the yield 
will be about 17,000 pounds of cured to- 
bacco. Three acres, on which tobacco 
lias been grown for U years and on 
which manure has not been applied for 
seven years, yielded 4,500 pounds. The 
tir.st year's crop realized only 1,000 
pounds" from Ihe.siinic acreage, so the 
land has. steadily increased in productiv- 
ity, instead of becoming exhausted. The 
land [originally chosen by Mr. Holm'nn 
is by 1 no means the best in the valley, 
and he was considered foolish by sojne 
critics at. the . lithe to select it, but time 
has Shown him to be right, as the. soil 
is,, peculiarly a/l.aptod to the groyfji l\g of 
tobacco; Mr., llolmarr stale's? That .iliore 
are thousands of acres of land in tlie val- 
ley of (similar texture and composition, 
the very best for tobacco culture, and it 
is also possible that, much of the alkali 
land, now condemned as worthless, will 
lie excellent for the same purpose. 

Tlie work of stripping the leaf was 
tin is bed on Tuesday. The crop from the 
12 acres has given employment to \G men 
for nearly a month, so it will be „t-cn 
what an important factor the tobacco 
crop would lie in the labor problem, if 
large quantities of tobacco were grown 
here, as would be the ease if the present 
inland revenue regulations were modi- 
lied. 

Mr. Holuiau is very proud of the re- 
snlls he has achieved this year, anil is 
willing to submit his crop for compari- 
son with the best that Wisconsin ciin 
produce, with the certainly that the Ke- 
lowna product cannot be excelled by tlie 
American article.

Almost all the far- 
mers of the Northwest engaged in stock 
raising to some extent, so that an in- 
vestigation into the condition of that 
business directly affected them. As 
comparti finely few British Columbia 
ranchers devoted themselves exclusively 
to that line of farming, the matter was 
not of particular interest locally. 

After discussing the question at some 
length, the government submitted the 
terms upon which they would appoint a 
representative to take part in the : in- 
vestigations to be undertaken by the 
commission. As far as British Colum- 
bia was concerned, they would meet 
the expense of the undertaking; but the 
prairie provinces, they explained, were 
outside their jurisdiction. Therefore 
they could not agree to assist in the 
payment of accounts that would result 
from sittings of the commission in dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky mountains, Mr. 
PMndlay promised to outline the atti- 
tude assumed by the government of this 
province to his colleagues, and through 
them to the governments of Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba. „ 
Aim of Commission 

Conversing, with a representative i I" 
the Colonist, Mr. Findlay expressed (he 
opinion that the governments of the 
i prairie sections would hardly accept the 
conditions upon which- the local admin- 
istration are willing to become parties 
to the movement., ./fie. .acknowledged 
that there was ; force m the ..argument 
used by Premier 'MX-Bride and his min- 
isters. Without a doubt British Colum- 
bia was not as deeply, colicoriiod in I lie 
beef trade as the districts lying to the 
immediate east; and yet he thought the 
conditions were such even in this part 
of the "West as to stand for a thorough 
investigation. ,Of course be jjjas com- 
paratively' -unacquainted f rum-- .personal 
knowledge with' the conditions prevailing 
here, but he though! the situation Was 
much the same, everywhere iit Canada, 
and that there was room for improve- 
ment. 

Discussing the objects of the Beef 
commission, the visiting minister, went 
into the mutter in detail. .'lie dealt 
with the conditions existing upon the 
prairies. For many years, he States, Ihe 
farmers have suffered through tile Im- 
positions of the middlemen— those- who 
purchased stock .from them in wholesale 
quantities and transferred it to the re- 
tail vendors. Through united action, in 
other words, the formation of a syndi- 
cate, they were able to force the cattle 
raisers to dispose of their holdings on 
the hoof at extremely low rates. De- 
spite the fact that the figures charged 
by tho stockmen in most instances were 
extremely, moderate, when tlie meat 
reached the market it was quoted at 
ridiculously high juices. What was ihe 
reason for this unsatisfactory condition 
of affairs? That was the question which 
the farmers had been asking each other, 
and in nil fell the i sinner also had re- 
cently begun to eyiueo an interest, re- 
marked Mr. [ilndlny. There was a 
grave discrepancy somewhere. As n re- 
sult of ihe crowing rgitation the govern- 
ment had decided to lake Hie mailer up 
and i lie commission in question was the 
result.

commissioners contemplate going thor- 
oughly into every detutl of the business. 
They will take evidence from the stock- 
raiser, from the middleman, from the 
retail merchant and others. The condi- 
tion of the market at different seasons 
of the year will be ascertained as close- 
ly as possible, while the freight rates 
charged by the railways for the ship- 
ment of goods to Fastcru 'Canadian 
points and to the Old Country will he 
subjected to close scrutiny. In this way 
it is hoped to obtain a thorough grasp 
of the beef trade of Canada, and tlie 
possibility of developing the export trade 
along thill line. 

Upon the completion of the sittings of 
the commission, Mr. Findlay points out, 
it should be possible to formulate a 
series of recommendations for tlie con- 
sideration of the four Western prov- 
inces, the adoption of which would not 
only improve matters materially, but 
might result in a marked growth in the 
trade. The visiting minister is lirmly 
convinced that one of the principal as- 
sets of the Western sections will he the 
stock-raising business. While he agrees 
that, it does not affect British Columbia 
as materially us her neighboring prov- 
inces, still he thinks this country has 
facilities for the raising of as tine stock 
as.icoilld be found anywhere,' although, 
perhaps, not in- as large • quaiiliifon as 
in the Northwest. His object, lie points 
out, was not only tn bring about an im- 
mediate improvement in the prevailing 
conditions, but to unite the governments 
of the West in a movement which could 
not fail io encourage stock-raising 
throughout the country. The wealth of 
that branch or fanning was not gener- 
ally realized. lie thought it could be 
taken up upon a much larger scale with 
profit.

Grand Forks, Nov. 25.— Various re- 
ports have been' current hero lately 
regarding tho cause of the present in- 
activity at the Sunset group of claims 
on Copper Mountain, In the Slmllka- 
meen, - In an interview today R. A. 
Brown, of Volcanic Mountain fame, the 
original iocator of the group, said: 
"The South Yalo Copper Company and 
Jim Hill's experts have turned down 
tho Sunset group, the biggest copper 
property in tlie world. When the 
South "Vale Copper Company's experts 
went over lo the Sunset group last 
spring- f followed them over, knowing 
that I could help them If they would 
only listen to my practical experience 
cm Copper Mountain.: I had a long 
talk with Mr. Underfill! of New York, 
president of the South Yale Copper 
Company. I met him at Princeton 
after he came off Copper Mountain 
and told him about my experience in 
doing- work on the Sunset. 1 showed 
him the average assays from the sur- 
face down tlie shaft to the 100 and 150 
foot levels and the assays from tho 
1 HO- foot depth, which went 598 per 
cent copper and 80 cents In gold to the 
ton. I advised him to put in ma- 
chinery and sink a shaft down to the 
300-foot level and crosscut east and 
west across the metals, which would 
be 500 feet one way and 600 feet the 
other way, which would crosscut the 
metals at that depth, when they would 
have the blearest co^p?

Mr. Brown further sluted that he 
had had !I7 years' experience in min- 
ing, and that his report on Copper 
Mountain has been corroborated by 
various prominent mining engineers, 
among whom is O. X. Scott, who two 
years ago was awarded 11 gold medal 
by the president of the .Mining Asso- 
ciation of Canada for bis report on 
Copper Mountain. .Mr. Kellog, a noted 
expert of Rossland camp, also corrob- 
orated his reporl on the Sunset group. 

'However. I have 110 hesitation in 
stating that 00 per cent of the mining 
experts have entirely mistaken their 
calling and should be following tlie 
plow." 

Mr. Brown concluded by stating that 
he bad made arrangements whereby 
he would realize a largo sum of money 
out of his Volcanic and other North 
1'Virk properties within two years' 
time, and would then expend at least 
$110,000 In proving 1 he Sunset to be a 
copper mine second to none in the 
world. lie stale,! thai be located the 
Sunset group in 1SSS, and after all; 
these years ,lt was now up to him to} 
prove Ihe value of tho property.

A "rally," under the auspices of the 
Citizens' League, was held in the In- 
stitute hall last evening when addresses 
were delivered on "Good Citizenship." 
The meeting was called for 8 o'clock, 
but at that hour the attendance was 
rather slim, and it was decided to await 
the arrival of more citizens. After a 
wait of twenty minutes Aid. Davey took 
tlie chair, the others on Hie platform 
being C. H. Lugrin, A. .7. Plneo, Wm. 
Jlnrcliaut and Kev. T. W. Gladstone. 

In his opening remarks the chairman 
stated that the meeting had been called 
in the interest of good citizeship, and 
lie was of the opinion that all would ad- 
mit the necessity of reminding the citi- 
zens of their duty. He did not think 
Victoria was any worse than other 
cities, but there wits a certain apathy 
among the citizens and it: was to re- 
mind these of their duty that the meet- 
ing had been called. 

Mr. Lugrin was tlie first speaker. He 
said he assumed all present were good 
citizens, but they should not think that 
they were tlie only good citizens in Vic- 
toria. The most be would attempt to 
do would be. to remind citizens of their 
obligations and not try lo leach them 
what to do. 

Meaning of Citizenship 
"When a Victorian says: "1 am a 
icitizen" what does he mean? His 
meaning is fourfold. He is a citizen 
Vi ' - .a; or British Columbia, of 
Canada, and of the British Kmpire and 
when they come to realize their obliga- 
tions they must see that they all fall 
short of the standard." 

die pointed out that the thought that 
should be forced into the minds of the 
people was that they were the state and 
not the property, and as such they should 
endeavor to fulfill their duties. Tlie cit- 
izens had many duties at this time, 
when Victoria was feeling a thrill of 
life, such us she lias never felt in her 
existence. There were moral questions 
to 'he considered, local improvement 
questions, and the general welfare of 
the city to be attended to, matters which 
were outside of tlie work of the council 
He urged the citizens not. to stand by 
and say "well; it will come out alright" 
but to get out and e3»-cise their rights. 
It was not only in Victoria that citizens 
were being urged lo take a livelier in- 
terest. The eastern cities had taken the 
matter up and were urging a greater in- 
terest in the government of cities and 
municipalities. 

When he looked into Hie future of 
tlie province and the bright outlook he 
thought the responsibility was almost 
too great to be attended to do properly; 
and any person- who entered provincial 
politics should leave behind all that was 
small and frivolous and go into the gov- 
ernment of the province In a maimer 
that would he for the good of the prov- 
ince. ■ . 

The Hindus 
He referred , ,(o an article regarding 
the Hindus immigrants, which stated 
that they should be driven out of the 
country regardless of couspquenc.es. He 
did not wish lo see the Hindus enter the 
province, but thought that if those who 
made these statements were to read the 
stories of the Indian . mutiny, and of 
Cawnpore and Khartoum, they would 
change their opinion about driving them 
out regardless of consequences. He re- 
ferred to tlie condition of affairs in 
Saskatchewan, where the people were 
suffering from cold for want of coal, be- 
en u.sc .iohn Mitchell had ordered tlie 
coal miners of Ferine to strike. This 
showed that some person was neglect- 
ing his citizenship. He was in favor of 
union labor, hut h(j did not think it was 
right that citizens of Canada should lie 
ordered about, by a person who has not 
any interest in Canada nor yet a Cnna- 
diau. Such was working a detriment to 
the country. 

It was a duty of citizenship, that no 
right should be granted to a citizen or 
corporation without having a clause in- 
serted so that if it ever became necessary 
the government could take back their 
grant. He believed in citizenship, in the 
study and development of citizenship of 
the rights of citizenship and if they were 
true to themselves I hey could not fail 
lo be true lo Ihe state. There 
should be developed the highest grade of 
citizenship and if this was carried out 
Canada would become in fuel the bright- 
est gem in Hie British Empire. 
Mr, Marc'nant 
William Mart-haul said he would uot 
have appeared oil the platform for a 
ipolitical purpose, but thought he was 
right iu discussing "good citizenship." 
Ho suggested that citizenship was uot 
a commercial transaction. There were 
many virtues that should be considered 
before tho financial standing of the citi- 
zens, Theirighesl consideration of citi- 
zenship was above financial question. 11 
was not those who were well lixcd that 
were Ihe best citizens. Ho referred to 
Hie work of the late John Taylor, who 
made many bequests, among them being 
that to the Orphans' home, without 
which ihe home would never have been 
built; to Dr. Kagan, who was spending 
the best pari of his life in an endeavor 
lo secure a saniloriuni to aid consump- 
tives; to His Honor Ihe Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, who had lent assistance to the 
youth of the province to obtain a higher 
education. Such, he said, were the class 
of men who made the best citizens. 

He did not think that Hie police 
should lie appointed by three commission- 
ers, bul should he under Hie control of 
the federal government. The police- 
men when appointed by tlie commission- 
ers were liable to be prejudiced, and 
would deflect, from their duly to assist 
a friend. Before they attempted to in- 
troduce .laws "f») .abolish liquor licenses, 
thoy should introduce progressive legis- 
lation and provide for the entertainment 
that would necessarily be dono away 
with if tlie saloons wore abolished. 
Utilize Public Halls. 
He could not see why the city could 
not provide and maintain cntortlliliruent 
for the benefit of Hie citizens, and es- 
tablishment musical and debating so- 
cieties, and innoconl games. He sug- 
gested Hint Ihe hall in the library could 
he used for this" purpose, and Lhe city 
hall also, so that one could go and 
smoke his pipe in comfort. He had no 
objection lo having the library open on 
Sunday, and would like lo see the 
museum open also. 

It. L. Drury, M.P.P., had nol: under- 
stood that he was to address H10 moot- 
ing, but (bought, that all ho had to do 
was to move u resolution that had boon 
placed in his hand, which was as fol- 
lows; , 

"That ibis meeting is glad lo observe 
the deepened interest in public affairs, 
■both hero and elsewhere, seeing in this 
inoveuionl 11 strong protection against 
the many' perils that assail our modern 
civilization." '

VICTORIA'S OPPORTUNITY. 

The liour lias .struck. Lot us be up 
and doing. Never in the history of this 
city, rarely in the history of any city, 
has such an opportunity been presented 
as is offered to Victoria today. The eyes 
of Canada are upon us. In a few 
months Vancouver Island will loom 
Ihi'gc in the public gaze. The present 
movement in real estate is only the fore- 
runner of something far more important. 
The necessary limits of it nre not wide. 
There is only so'mueh land available 
ihcre, and granting the most that can be 
icxpected in the way of a rise in values, 
the aggregate of business that can be 
done will not 'be very great, certainly 
not great enough to justify what we 
have said above.

.something larger, nothing less than the 
development of the whole of Vancou- 
ver Island.

PILOTAGE. 

The interview with Mr. J. A. Mara, 
■President of the Board of Trade, which 
we printed yesterday, brings prominent- 
ly forward the question of compulsory 
•pilotage. Mr. Mara expressed himself 
with his customary moderation, but the 
subject is one upon which he might 
.well have spoken much more strongly. 
We are unable to understand why great- 
er public interest is not taken in it. Nat- 
urally the members of the Pilotage 
■Board and their immediate friends are 
not likely to espouse very warmly any 
suggested changes, although one mem- 
ber of tli o Board has stated publicly 
that he believes there are too many 
pilots. Still more naturally arc the pilots 
and their friends desirous of seeing the 
present system maintained; but so im- 
portant docs the abolition of compul- 
sory pilotage appear to us, that we 
would be willing, if it could not be abol- 
ished otherwise, to support a suggestion 
that the pilots, who have been longest 
in the service, should be pensioned and 
the others be put upon salary, the money 
for that; purpose to be provided in some 
other way, if the revenue from volun- 
tary pilotage should not prove sufficient 
to defray the expense. 

The threatened withdrawal of the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company's ves- 
sels would, if carried into effect, be a 
very serious blow to this city. The 
direct loss in business would be great; 
the loss of prestige would be far greater. 
We are quite well aware that in taking 
.the position .which it has on this ques- 
tion, the Colonist will incur the displeas- 
ure of some people, whose esteem it 
values; but our sense of public duty 
must prevail over our desire to avoid 
giving offence. Let it be understood once 
and for all, that the Colonist lias noth- 
ing but the most kindly feeling towards 
tlic Pilotage Authority ami the pilots, 
and it would absolutely refuse to be a 
party to any movement calculated to in- 
terfere witli what is to their advantage, 
if it were not that tin' public welfare 
must override private interests. We are 
all laboring as best we can to demon- 
strate the advantages of Victoria as a 
residential and shipping point, and yet 
we seem disposed as a community to 
.stand idly by, while a steamship service 
is withdrawn because of the pilotage 
charges, charges made for services that 
are never rendered. 

We concede at the outset that it will 
always be necessary to have pilots at 
Victoria. Not: that the approach to the 
docks is unsafe, for every one knows 
it. is not; but because shipmasters in 
many cases will not take the risk of 
{locking their own vessels, and certain 
Steamship lines require pilots to be 
taken. We may have the most acces- 
sible port in the world, yet there are 
shipowners who would hesitate about 
.sending their vessels here, if they knew 
that a pilot would not be available. 
Therefore there must always be at least 
two pilots stationed in Victoria. Their 
duties would be little more than that of 
docking ships, but this is work calling 
for knowledge aiid carrying with it re- 
sponsibility. It: is the only real work 
that the pilots do at: present, and we 
are quite ready to admit that conditions 
not infrequently occur, when consider- 
able skill is requisite to dock a large 
.ship at the Outer Wharves in safety. 
Therefore at least two pilots ought to 
be available. But we can see no reason 
why there should be live and u pilotage 
authority, with an otlk'e arid tn score- 



• LOCAL FRUIT LANDS. 

A very well-informed visitor in Victor- 
ia, speaking of our fruit lands, .said that 
he supposed fruit growers on Vancouver 
Island would be handicapped in gettiti,' 
their goods to a market. It is more thaw 
possible that this idea prevails more 
widely than most of us may think: al- 
though, if we would think a little ahout 
it, why should we expect strangers to 
understand the local situation here in re- 
spect to transportation facilities. Brond- 
ly speaking there are three fruit grow- 
ing areas on Vancouver Island at: pre- 
sent available to persons desirous of en- 
gaging in that industry. One of these is 
the Snanich Peninsula, another is the 
tren traversed by the E. & >>". railway 
the third is the Cornox district. 
There are other minor localities, where 
fruit is successfully grown, but these are 
what must be taken into account, when 
people arc invited to come here ami en- 
gage in tile industry. There will be 
others by and bye, but there will also 
be additional facilities for transportation 
by and bye. We are speaking of things 
just as they are. 

First, lot us take the Comox district. 
Here we may as well mention that the 
market now open is in Manitoba. Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. There is going 
to he a great market later on in the 
United Kingdom and the Orient, but of 
those we shall not now speak. To ship 
fruit advantageously to the prairie 
country, it ought to be sent in car-load 
lots. There is not the least difficulty 
in sending a car-load of fruit from 
Comox in a car to Vancouver to be

Capt Robert E. McKiel Is Given 
Post— Sub-port to Be 
Created

The Empress of China and Aki ' Marti 
Sail— Quadra Will Take Temporary 
Light to Pachena Point 



Capt. Robert E. MrKiel has-' been ap- 
pointed pilot for the sub-division Of the 
Nanahno authority for the west coast of 
Vancouver Island, with .headquarters at 
Clayoijuot. A .sub-port of entry Is to be 
established and It Is reported X Grlce, now 
shipping muster there, will be mnde the 
lirst collector. The Increasing Industries of 
Clayoquot and the west coast caused the 
government to commission a Idiot, and, 
from a number of applicants, the well- 
known sealer was chosen. It Is not ex- 
pected that he will take up his work until 
.March. Then he will take a large Colum- 
bia river boat, fltted with a gasoline ma- 
chine, to Clayoquot Sound to board Incom- 
ing lumber carriers anil oilier vessels. As 
at other ports, pilotage will be compulsory 
and will probably rule at the name tarjff us 
here — one dollar per foot draught. 

WJicn the large mills of the Sutton Trad- 
ing & Lumber company start shipping. 
Clayoquot will be a busy port. The mills 
will export considerable shingles and lum- 
ber direct to Xhv York by sailing vessel. Ar- 
rangements will probably be made for a 
harbor tug as soon as the vessels chartered 
to carry lumber commence to arrive. The 
company has been at work tor months 
building aud furnishing the mill with ma- 
chinery of the most complete modern pat- 
tern; logging camps wen; established 
months ago and considerable timber has 
already been worked out from the big lim- 
its, secured by the mlllmen in readiness Cor 
the cutting, just eojumoheed. 

With the appointment of -Capt. McKlel as 
a pilot another of the old-time scaling men 
passes from the adventurous calling. He 
has been following the sea since In 1871, he 
ran away from home as a boy of fourteen 
to join a Nova Scotia vessel. Fifteen years 
later he came to Victoria. Ills llrst sealing 
command was the schooner Mary Taylor. In 
which he escaped from a revenue -cutter 
when the United States vessels were harass- 
ing the Victoria pelagic scalers in 1SST. He 
went to Japan to get the schooner Beatrice, 
no.w the Arctic exploration schooner 
Duchess of 'Bedford, when that vessel was 
bought: by local sealers, and took that 
vessel to tiering Sea with an Indian crew 
in 18S!>.

II PATROL SYSTEM 
ESTABLISHED BY POLICE 



Beginning: Early This Morning 
Patrolmen Use Telephones 
at Ends of Beats 



The new patrol system of the city po- 
lice department established by Chief 
Longley, following the installation of the 
police telephone boxes, was inaugurated 
lit midnight. Under the regulations 
given in the last bulletin issued by the 
chief, the patrolmen have to report al 
either end of (heir heats at given times 
ami I lie gaoler keeps a record of the lime 
the calls were received from the different 
telephone boxes. There arc nine tele- 
phones, placed in boxes' on street corners 
in the business sections of the city, niul 
the bents have been so arranged that 
patrolmen have a telephone at either end 
of the territory they are required to 
cover. 

Therefore the arrangements required 
the sergeant's to visit: the patrolmen ' on 
their bents 'anil to meet them nt given 
positions at certain times. Now, if a 
patrolman is behind the schedule in re- 
porting lie! will he called upon lo ex- 
plain, and the gaoler will enter the rea- 
sons given for delay. 

The telephones will also be used when 
necessary for the calling of the patrol 
wugou. They work automatically, the

CONDEMNED TREES 



Fruit Inspector Cunningham De- 
stroys 350Q at Provincial 
Fumigating Station 



A huge pile of condemned trees, ag- 
gregating some 3,000 to 3,500, were 
burned at the provincial fumigating sta- 
tion, Vancouver, says the News-Adver- 
tiser. 

The trees destroyed were of all varie- 
ties, and came from many foreign nur- 
series. They were not shipped into the 
province Oil speculation, but hail been 
all sold tO actual purchasers, resident 
on Vancouver Island, the Gulf Islands, 
Vancouver city. New Westminster. 
Westminster district, Mission city, 
Okaiiagnn Valley, Bast and West 
Kootenay, so that, the distribution of the 
disease for which the trees were de- 
stroyed, would have been pretty gen- 
eral. 

The inspector staled that although lie 
had destroyed over 17,000 trees for the 
same disease as those which were now 
lining cremated; neither the shippers' 
nor the purchasers seem to be u bit 
more cautious. Indeed, the parties buy- 
ing lives seem to be .more reckless than 
ever; they relv too much on the pro- 
tection given them by the inspection.

In tho morning the visitors spoilt their 
time "shopping?' The" majority pur- 
chased musical instruments, literature, 
and other articles which; they expect, 
will be of use in whiting away idle hours 
while engaged in their duties at the dif- 
ferent posts to which tiiey are assigned, 

A number of members of the Metro-' 
poliluu Methodist church obtained Lhc' 
Victoria Transfer company's tally-ho for 
Hie afternoon and invited the -divines to 
a drive about the city. That l lie kind- 
ness was appreciated was demons! rated 
by the fact that all bailed the proposal 
with delight. They we're taken through 
the principal sir.'Ms and then driven 
through Beacon Hill park and about the 
suburbs.

F. M. Goode, Arrested on Arrival 
., of the Shav^mut, Waives ... 
Extradition 



Frederick Monteir' Goode, who was 
arrested by Sergeant' Prank Murray and 
Constable Carter, of., the provincial poi 
lice, on arrival of the steamer Shawmut 
about tea days ago at the request of the 
British consul general at .Shanghai, 
China. 1ms waived extradition and left 
for the Orient on the steamer Empress 
of China, which sailed for Hongkong 
last night. Ooode,-.\vho lied to Yoko- 
hama and took passage here on the Bos- 
ton .Steamship company's steamer Shaw- 
mut, under the name of W. \V. Payno, 
is alleged to have embezzled £300 be- 
longing to the Shanghai Asbestos & JSlcc- 
tric company, of which lie was secre- 
tary. The cablegram received by the 
j British Columbia police asked that he 
j be taken in charge for embezzlement and 
| forgery. When arrested by Sergeant 
.Murray and Constable Carter ou arrival, 
Goode promptly admitted his identity. 
Ho was practically without funds, and it 
was learned the money alleged to have 
been embezzled was spent to give pleas- 
ure In a woman with whom he had be- 
come enamored. 

Sergeant Murray immediately notified 
the Shanghai authorities by cable that 
Goode laid been apprehended here, and 
was instructed to hold him until an of- 
ficer ."was sent with papers. Ultimately, 
when Goode agreed to waive extradition 
and expressed himself as willing to re- 
i turn, .Sergeant Murray arranged to cx- 
l pedite mutters by sending him in care of 
Oapt. Archibald of the R. M. .S. Empress

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George Johnson, Stewart of the 
Whaler Olga, Says Captain 
Slew Engineer 



When the United States revenue cut- 
ter Thetis arrived here from the Arctic 
news was given by lbo.se oil board of 
the murder of the chief engineer of the 
steam whaler Olga by Oapt. Klcnteii- 
borg, the master of the whaler. Fur- 
ther particulars are given in a report 
made to the United States district at- 
torney at Seattle by George Johnson, 
colored steward of ' the Olga,- who has 
arrived at Seattle from the north. The 
alleged crime, says the Seattle Post- 
Intelligcnecr, took place when the ves- 
sel was about: 2fJ0 miles east of Point 
Barrow, in Canadian territory. The 
sdbooner then tied up at the shore. 'The 
Canadian mounted police made nn ar- 
rest and, it is understood, carried on 
some kind of a (rial, which resulted in 
the acquittal of the captain. In view 
of this report, the American authorities 
will not yet say whether or not they 
will be able to arrest the alleged mur- 
derer, because if he has been regularly 
tried and freed, even in foreign jurisdic- 
tion, it will be impossible to place him 
in jeopardy again for the same crime. 

The story told by Johnson, the siew- 
ard. is that a quarrel arose between 
Jackson, the chief engineer, and the 
captain over a can of gasoline. This 
was September 20. 1005. Peeling grew 
more intense daily and threats were fre- 
qucntly made by each man to kill the 
other. 

On the Inst of September, Johnson 
declares, the captain went into the on- 
gineer's cabin while the 'latter was rend- 
ing and shot him in the right breast. 
This caused a serious wound, but not a 
fatal one. The male, a man named' 
Whilney. says Johnson, was sent to euro 
for the' injured man and to dress the 
wound. 

On October !). the steward declares, 
the captain appeared in the galley, hand- 
ing him some strychnine and ordered il 
placed in a pitcher of milk intended for 
the' •wounded man. Johnson succeeded, 
in spile of the vigilance of the captain, 
in substituting soda for the poison, and 
in wnrning' the engineer of the plan. 
Finding that his plot bad failed, the 
commander, savs Johnson, went into the 
engineer's cabin and murdered him in 
his sleep 

Johnson i.-illed nnon United Stales 
District Attorney Sort, of Nome, who 
is now in Seattle in connection wifli the 
I Xewth and Rodfish case-;, and told bis 
1 story. Mr. Hoyt says that bis denufv. 
Mr.' Landers, bus been working on the 
case for more than a year since be first 
heard of tb" reported murder. Johnson 
has given the name of the caotilbl imil 
of (lie vessel lo the ollices of Hie dis- 
trict attorney at Xome and nlso at Seat- 
tle. 

Another version, given by the San 
Francisco Chronicle, in connection with 
1 be rcpor) of the arrival of the schooner 
flinrlos Hanson, says: "On board the 
Hanson were Hire" sailors who were

One hundred thousand dollars (100,- 
000) asked for— flffy thousand dollars 
.($50,000) needed, to entitle committee 
to Hon. James Dunsmuir's graut of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.) 

Is a Consumptive Sanitorium needed? 
During the month of September of this 
year a boy nineteen years old becanio 
consumptive. He lived in a hotel and 
wits dependent on his own efforts ns a 
laborer. As a result of his disease he 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission lo a public Hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our ueglect of such 
cases." Need wo further ask, ia this in- 
stitution-needed? 

The death-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The number of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to-be Ove times ns great as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada) 
and n thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us tho ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousands of citizens who are in- 
capacitated b> illness, and others we loso 
outright by denth, through this ono 
rnuse — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is n 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described iu mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods', 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given reuiedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a snnitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
such an institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to tho ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed ou a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is tho care ho should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; iii a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his pnrt in tho care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium, not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 1 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and general sur- 
roundings an educntional influence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but aro well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may bo cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It is proposed to build a sanitorium ia 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all oyer the:conutry, arc willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is im- 
perative, !f we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by nny 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than raco 
suicide.

Well Known Ladner Business 
Man Nominated at Conser- 
vative Convention 



Mi'. Frank J. MaeKcnaie, druggist, 
Ludner, was unanimously elected stand- 
ard bearer :il :i meeting of the Delta 
Conservatives in Cloverdals on Satur- 
day says tin.- New Westminster Colum- 
bian. 1 1 is conceded by all that the 
choice is a stroma one and judged by the 
unanimity, enthusiasm and confidence ex- 
pressed ut the meeting ihero is every 
prospect of success resting on the bau- 
jicrs of -the Conservative. One tiling is 
certain, Mr. .r>>lm Oliver will have the 
tight of his life if he wants to again 
warm a seat in the legislative hulls. The 
meeting was well attended by representa- 
tive delegates from all parts of the rul- 
ing, and the meeting was an inspiring 
cine. Hon. Richard XlcBridc, premier, 
■was given an enthusiastic welcome, and 
he carried conviction and inspired confi- 
dence by his admirable address. Several 
other delegates, including the nominee, 
also spoke. 

The convention was held in the pub- 
lic hall, Mr. Thos. Shannon, Sr.. was 
appointed chairman and 10. I.. Kirklnud, 
secretary. Before the selection of a can- 
didate was begun, the premier was 
asked to give his advice. I lun. Mr. Me- 
Bridc said he did not want to interfere 
in the selection as he was not. a voter in 
the district, lie, however, urged that' no 
sentiment, or sectional feeling should in- 
tervene, but that the .strongest and fast- 
est horse should be entered for the race. 
"The Conservative party is entitled to 
have the Delta, and she must have the 
Delta," said the premier. "If you stand 
by your guns, shoulder to shoulder, you 
con win." 

It was deeided thai the selection 
should be. by ballot, without nomina- 
tions, and in order to giv -h section 

a fair representation, the ballots were 
divided so as to give equal numbers 
id the Delta, Surrey and hallgley, On 
the first ballol Mr, MacKenzie was 
elected on a two-thirds vote. The other 
votes were scattered and immediately a 
motion to make the choice; unanimous 
was carried with enthusiasm. Tire 
speech-making was then in order ami 
the premier was called on. 

Hon. Mr. McBrido, ill the outset, re- 
ferred to his pleasure nl meeting so many 
old friends. I rue, tried find honored. He 
referred particularly to W. H. Ladner, 
WDOSe IJOine, lie said, was historic and 
was ClOSCly associated with the public, 
business and industrial life of the prov- 
ince. Mr. MiicKciiy.ic, the man honored 
with the nomination was. he said, a son 
Of the soil, lie know him as n boy. in 
Surrey, us a IcilcllCf in huiiglc.v, and for 
the l<urt tin; year* as u business man 



in I, miner. Il appeared thai the bus- 
iness of the . convention was well • car* 
ried out. There were no attempts at 
slate-making, or anything flavoring of 
sectionalism. I le " Ynugratuhitcd the con- 
vention (in its selection of "a .candidate. 
(Applause.) He firmly believed flint, 
with the work the association was cap- 
able of doiiig, there could be no doubt 
as to the success of the candidate. 

In dealing with the nuestion of bet- 
ter terms, the premier referred to the 
conditions when this province entered 
confederation. It was looked upon as a 
barren land, without promise, ami il, 
I was brought in only as a matter of tac- 
tics on account of its large seaboard. 
And even then if it had nni been for 
one great uud wonderful mentality per- 
haps British Columbia would not have 
fared so well. 

"1 refer to Sir John A. Ma'cdonald'." 
said the Premier, and the mention of 
the revered chieftain called forth a 
burst of applause. The general opin- 
ion at that time, be said, was Unit, the 
gold mines of Cariboo were depleted 



He would not favor any means that 
were not constitutional, but there, was 
still a higher power than the federal 
government, and .if necessity demands 
that this province Jnu&t - i go tQiA the' 
Mother Country, there was no question 
but that she would receive British fair 
play when she came to the foot of the 
throne. Sir Wilfrid at the conference 
had said that he would have to go to 
England In connection with the matter, 
and that he could not go unless then: 
was unanimity. Hon. Mr. McLSrlde 
said his reply was that there would 
noL be unanimity until British Colum- 
bia got fair play, and that when ho 
went to Westminster ho would find 
British Columbia there unless she was 
fairly treated before. 

The premier referred to the ninny ad- 
vantages given some of Lite Eastern 
provinces by the Ottawa government, 
and said Hint along the St. Lawrence ii 
kept one busy to dodge the new wharves 
thai were being erected by the feder- 
al government with the money of the 
people of British Columbia, in Prince

The premier then dealt with the rec- 
ord of his government during its term 
of power, which has resulted in the 
very face of nature being changed till 
now all arc happy and prosperous. 

On the question of the agitation for 
the abolition of the bridge tolls, the 
.premier said Hint if It had not been 
agreed thai tolls were to bo charged 
the other parts id' the province would 
not have consented to the erection of 
t lie bridge. The bridge costs the gov- 
ernment $03,000 a year, and after the 
lolls are counted there is a net loss to 
the province of $41,000, Soon, however, 
there would lie more railways and trams 
crossing and Ibis would increase the rev- 
enue. As soon as it could he done, he 
would favor decreasing the tolls, hut he 
would not do il by false pretentions. 
At the last, election, he said, Mr. Oliver 



felt honored in being selected as a sup- 
porter of Hie MoIIriile government. For 
years he had been a warm friend of the 
premier and had watched carefully and 
zealously his- notions. - He fell confident 
that, both the premier and his govern- 
ment were entitled to the full anil free 
(Support of all. Speaking' for himself, 
Mr. MacKen/.ie said he bad spent four 
years in Ivangley, had spcut his boyhood 
in Surrey and had been in I ho Delia, 
five years. He fell sun' Mint if he was 
elected the premier would co-operate in 
any reasonable request he made for the 
district. There was. he said, no time in 
the history of the Dominion when the 
Conservative parly should act unani- 
mously, ns the Liberal parly from one 
end of the Dominion to the other was 
steeped in corruption.

REFORM IN RUSSIA.. < 

.St. Petersburg, Nov. 27.— The minister 
of education. M. KaulTman, lujs just sub- 
mitted to the cabinet a plan for the re-' 
form of the primary educational system 
at Russia, which, next to the agrarian 
reform, Is considered the greatest pro- 
blem confronting the Russian govern- 
ment. 

The most Important feature of the min- 
ister's proposal Is one providing for the 
abandonment of the old policy 'which Is 
In accordance with the dictum of M. 
Pobondonestsoff, ex-procurator general of 
the Holy Synod, that education was 
synonymous wllh religion, threw hind- 
rances lu . the way of efforts of the 
Zemstvo and caused private 'persons to 
spread elementary knowledge among the 
Ignorant classes of the Russian peasantry 
and even Imposed a veto on In'slriirt Ion 
being given lu history and other similar 
branches of education. 

Til. Knuffmnh recommends that the 
.movement support materially and morallv 
all such efforts : and resume the payment 
Of minimum teachers In the popular 
schools opened by the Zemstvo and other 
local administrations. As the greatest 
difficulty In the way of a speedy instruc- 
tion of moral obligatory elementary edu- 
cation Is the lack of capable teachers, 
(he minister proposes to enlarge at the 
state's expense the number of schools 
where teachers are educated and to In- 
crease the allowances made to the exist- 
ing Institutions, ■

Russian population, the minister proposed 
to permit elementary education being given 
to pupils lu their mother foagnp on condi- 
tion tint! the teaching of Russian history 
null geography must be In Russian.

A. W. Donly, Dominion commercial 
agent m Mexico, writing under uulc oi 
(Jet. 2utb, tu tuc department ot trade 
nud commerce, gives u inosi iiuurcauug 
account ot lh'o upemuga thaiiwni muoi'l- 
ly arise tor British Lolumbiti products, 
lie says: 

"Now thut the contract for u Pacific 
coasL steamship service between Uuiiada 
ami .Mexico Has been signed by tbe gov- 
ernments of these respective countries, 
and in view ot cue actual cstablisumeui 
of said .service ut till early date, u may 
be well to give n resume of the present: 
routes via which tlie commerce or .Mexi- 
co with Canada and tiio United States 
is handled. 

"There are four important gateways 
on the northern frontier of .Mexico, 
three of these being, situated on the 
southern boundary ot the .slate ot Texas 
and the fourth on that of Arizona. Jie- 
gilllliug with the most easterly they 
lire: Xeuvo Laredo, Ciudad, t'orlino 
Diaz, Ciudad Juarez and Nogales. The. 
respective towns on the opposite side of 
the boundary line are. Laredo, kiagle 
l'ass and Tl Paso, Texas, and Nogules, 
Arizona. The principal railroad systems 
of the north all have their connections 
through one or more of the first three 
of these gateways for .Mexico City, and 
the interior of the republic, while No- 
gales is the port of entry for the state 
of Sonora and the towns of the I'ucilie 
coast. From all Important points in 
Canada or the United States through 
bills of lading are issued to this city 
and the more important centres of the 
republic. 

"From I.aredo and Eagle l'ass ship- 
ments are bandied over the Mexican 
National and Mexican International 
railways, both these roads forming part 
of the national lines of Mexico, common- 
ly spoken of as the Merger .system. 
Shipments coming via El I'aso are han- 
dled from that point to points In Mexico 
■by the Mexican Central railroad, while 
the line entering Mexico at Nogales is 
the Sonora railway. This last is at pres- 
ent but a short lino running only to 
Guayamas, In the stale of Sonora, t In- 
most northerly of the Mexican Pacific 
ports of any importance. It belongs to 
the Southern Pacific system, and at 
present a large force is employed in Its 
extension to Guadalajara, situated in 
the state of Jalisco, and the second city 
of the country, it having a population of 
more than 100,000. 

"The interior or the republic is con- 
nected by rail with the ports o(" the 
•Half of Mexico by several lilies and 
branches. The Mexican railway and 
Ihe Interocoanic (pari of the Merger sys- 
tem) connect Mexico City With the port 
of Veracruz., while ihe Tnmpioo and 
Monteroy divisions of the Mexican Cen- 
tral connect the City of Mexico and the 
eitv of Monteroy as well as interior 
points generally with the port of Tain- 

'"Water routes through Veracruz and 
Tnrhbieo handle by far the greatest part 
of Mexico's foreign trade: Ihe customs 
collections al Veracruz alone amount to 
about one-third the total amount col- 
lected, while the collections at. Tnmpioo 
are. nearly half what they are at Vera- 
cruz. Besides flic numerous tramp 
steamers calling at these two ports there 
at Veracruz .sailings from' New York, 
J Montreal and Halifax, Hamburg, Lon- 
I don, Liverpool, Havre, and Ihe princi- 
pal ports of Spain. Most boats calling 
at these ports also cull at I'rogreso, ihe 
port of Yucatan, to leave and receive 
cargo. I'rogreso, of all Mexican ports, 
gives the greatest amount of return car- 
go, her exports of sisal being extremely 
large. 

"Besides the ocean freights handled 
through the ports of Veracruz and Tam- 
pico, there is a considerable quantity 
handled through New Orleans and Gnl- 
veston, ami thence by rail to different 
points throughout Mexico. 

"It is worthy of note, in this connec- 
tion, to say that the through freight 
rate to Mexico City via these different 
ports is the same, and the rail propor- 
tion is also the same, so that the roads 
handling from New Orleans or Galves- 
ton receive Ihe same amount for a haul 
of more than a week thai others do for 
a haul of two days, which is the time 
generally required for a freight ship- 
ment from Veracruz to reach this city. 

"On the Pacific side the Pacific Mail 
and the Kosmos line' both run regular 
schedules from Panama north to the 
United Stales, lonehiiig the principal 
Mexican ports en mule, while a Chinese 
company runs a line from Hongkong In 
Miiiiznnillo. 

"Foreign lines are not allowed to 
handle local freight, that is. freight 
from one Mexican port to another. This 
• •las* of business is handled by small 
coasting vessels, of which there are sev- 
eral lines both on Ihe gulf and Pacific 
coasts. 

"Ti'iough the Tehmintepec National 
railroad has for a number of years con- 
nected the port of Oontwicoaleos on the 
Gulf with the port of Snlinn Cruz on the 
Pacific, it has not heretofore, for lack 
of terminal facilities, played any impor- 
tant purl in the carrying trade. For 
I lie past sex oral years, however, exten- 
sive port works have bceu in the course 
of construction at both these termin- 
als. A sum in the neighborhood of 
$100.0(10,000 (Mexican pesos) has al- 
ready been spent in their construction, 
and on the first of January next the 
road is to be s opened to the world's com- 
merce as an active competitor of the 
Panama route. For shipments from 
the west of the United Slates and from 
the Orient there will lie a saving of 
about 2,000 miles in distance for ship- 
ments to the east of the United Slates 
anil Europe, and with the facilities for 
rapid handling of large cargoes at either 
end, a consequent saving of time in 
transit. All Ihe principal lines of steam- 
ers are preparing to arrange their sail 
ing schedules, anil will, after the above 
date, make regular calls at Ihese termin- 
als. It is proposed at an early date lo 



double track the road froiu end to end. 

"At present Eastern Canada has no 
way of reaching the Pacific coast ports 
of .Mexico without a long and expensive 
trip via Panama, or a yet longer via the 
Horn, and the same may' be said of 
Western .Canada in respect to the Gulf 
ports and the West Indies. With the 
opening of traffic on the Taliuantepec 
National on January 1 next, there is no 
reason why Eastern Canada should not 
make a bid for the Pacific coast trade 
of Mexico, especially in manufactured 
articles, while British Columbia will he 
in a position , to send her. fish and lum- 
ber to Eastern' and Central Mexico and 
the West Indies both expeditiously ami 
at a low freight rale. 

"At present, to go from Mexico by 
rail to the Pacific coast of Mexico, it is 
necessary to make a roundabout trip via 
the Mexican, the Veracruz and Pacitie 
and the Tehunntopec National to Seliaa 
Cruz, or to go via 101 Paso and Nogales 
to Guaymas. The Mexican Central lias 
a large force at work on its Pacific ex- 
tension to Manzauinio, which it expects 
to complete about the middle of next 
yenr. This will bring Mexico City with- 
in about thirty-six hours of the Pacific, 
with the line running the whole way 
through a rich, fertile and populous 
country. Besides this, both the' Central 
and National systems are at present at 
work on 'short cut connections between 
the capital and Tampico. The present 
trip from here to Tampico, on the Cen- 
tral, in a passenger train via Aguascali- 
entes and San Louis Potosi, consumes 
thirty-six hours. By these short cuts 
the time will be reduced to little more 
than twelve hours. 

"Railroad earnings this year, on prac- 
tically all Ihe roads in Mexico, liave 
booji far in excess of anything in the 
■past. Add to tills the increased value 
of the Mexican peso, due to the adoption 
of the gold standard and llin rise in the 
price of silver, and it is little to be won- 
dered at to see the different lines re- 
suming l lie constru'rlioii of lines long 
ago begun and going ahead witli new 
propositions. 

"The gold standard is no myth in 
Mexico. There is al present in circula- 
tion and in possession of Ihe banks 
[something over fifty million pesos. All 
hanks now pay out gold on demand 
without u protest. On Ihe other band, 
due to the recent 'high price of silver, 
there has been an unprecedented and 
Ull thought of exportation of silver pesos, 
till ut the present time it is very dllll- 
cult to procure sufficient money of the 
dollar denomination to meet local needs. 
The smallest paper money circulated 
here is of the denomination of live pesos, 
and the banks are asklne as high as 2Vi 
per cent premium for silver dollars for 
domestic use. Previously one could de- 
mand silver dollars for his paper money, 
but now gold is tendered instead. 

"There is again a sliorl wheat crop 
throughout the country as well us a 
saltorf corn crop. This will mean the 
necessity of imnorting largely of both 
Ihese staples. The government has. us 
yet, made no announcement, but it is 
expected that about December or Janu- 
ary the dutien on these cereals will lie 
materially lowered or entirely raised. 
Those who are interested in this market 
for either article would do well to make 
their arrangements at once. The kind 
of wliPnt in best demand here is No. 2 
red. Canadian red gi;own easi of Port 
Arthur is well suited to the market."

The men 
tried to find the ford where they had 
crossed before but failed to, and tramped 
op and down till after dark, trying here 
mid there and becoming thoroughly wet. 
Still I lice tried on. and one place after l'-t 
o'clock they essayed to cross, but got Into a 
hole and ami had a very hard time making 
laud, the water, "f course, belm; Ice cold. 
Both men succeeded in .getting out, how- 
ever: but Bell wno done for and laid down. 
He begged Lawrence not to leave hlni. but 
as Lawrence was nearly all In himself and 
their matches were wet. lie thought the 1>est 
tiling was to get to the section house anil 
send Ihe men hark after Bell. This he 
did, Una II v returning with the men, hut 
poor Bell was about dead, though he spoke 
up when Lawrence returned, and murmur- 
ed: "I knew you would not leave me, 
Tom." He was carried to the track and 
put upon a hand ear but expired almost Im- 
mediately. Tile body was taken In to Slca- 
111 mi -s. Bell, who was a well built, athletic 
looking young man, was a general favorite 
with the railroad einnloyein. Ills home was 
in Ontario, and it is thought .his brother 
lives at Everett, Wash.

Captain's Wifo Sticks to tho Wheel for 
Forty-eight Hours, 

MacluiN, Maine, Nov. '27 — To the UoroI(; 
fortitude of Hie captain's wife, who siood

thin swept the New England coast ou Sun- 
day, .November Uth, to the following Wed- 
nesday, Is due largely the safety of the 
Bldehlll, Maine, . .schooner, Goldhunter, 
which worked her' Way Into this harbor yes- 
terday, eleven days overdue. 

The Utile vessel .-.bowed plainly the marks 
of the storm. Her dccK was swept clean 
and Iter .-ails were m tut tew, but the sturdy 
Hull or the Maine-built cratt withstood ino 
territle pounding. ' 

'J'be (ioldluinter, with Capt. McGulre, bis 
wile, and one man tor an assistant, hit 
Portland on Saturday, November lotu, wiiu 
a general cargo lor this port. \\ uu her 
passed out by Portland Head the Ill-fated 
schooner Eldora, IVjltob was losl near Ule 
Georges banks, In tiib same storm which 
uearly overwneli'icd the Uoldhuntcr. 

On Sunday atteriioon, wiicn otf i'eter 
Mauan lign-, a sudden gusi of wind spilt 
tbu -sails ol Hie vessel and carried away 
tile Jibs. Without ,kcr lieud-sull the utile 
schooner become unmanageable. The sea 
made lip rapidly under the increasing gale 
and the vessel was continually smothered 
in the wasli of the combers. 

ills. McGulre, who was lielow at the time 
the storm broke, at once rushed on deck 
and took the wJieel wiiile her husband and 
ills one man crew went to work to bend on 
a foresull so us to bring the vessel up lo 
the wind. With the cratt wallowing wild- 
ly in the trough of the sen, this task was 
most difficult, !>uv with greut patience and 
consummate seamanship the two labored 
for hours to gel iheir little rag of .sail set, 
while Mrs. MoGuire, lashed to the wheel, 
aided as well as she could by what little 
steering was possible on the almost help- 
less craft. Finally the foresail was rigged, 
double-reefed, and while the two men clung 
to the mast, Mrs. McGulre brought 
the vessel around head up to the wind and 
held her there for is hours. 

Before the fury of the Kale the vessel 
drifted out to sea .",(1 miles oil Mount Desert 
point, in all this time ll was Impossible to 
cook food. Kept up by only excitement and 
pluck, the captain's wife clung to her post 
through .the nighi of the gale, while Captain 
UcGuire and his man attended to their lit- 
tie .storm sail, which continually broke 
from lid Insecure fastenings. 

It was one man's work at the wheel with 
tlK! helm "kicking" strongly to the 
wild plunges of the ship, but the endur- 
ance of the rugged uurth woman was equal 
to the test, and she stood her trick Willi 
the men. 

On Wednesday the gale abated, and the 
two aaen rigged temporary sails before 'Mrs. 
<McGutre could he relieved from her post. 
All bands were exhausted with their strug- 
gles- and exposure, and under such scant 
canvas es could lie set It was stiff work 
bringing the vessel Into port after she had 
been given up for lost.
